Boyne Falls superintendent leaving 


After six years at the helm of 
Boyne Falls Public School, superin- 
tendent Pat Smith has announced that 
he will be leaving his post at the end 
of September. 

Smith had technically made his 
resignation three years ago, when he 
signed his final contract with the dis- 
trict. “I made it very clear that after 
the contract was up, I wouldn’t stay,” 
he said. 

The timing, though, was still un- 
certain until recently. He had origi- 
nally intended to stay some portion 
of next year, but decided it would be 


better to get new leadership in place 
by the time the move into the new 
school takes place. “I'll get into the 
new building, get it stated up,” said 
Smith. 

Smith first arrived in Boyne Falls 
in 1994, coming from a position as 
principal and curriculum director at 
Climax-Scotts High School. His 
background also includes experience 
as a school counselor and college ad- 
ministrative positions. 

“T’m real pleased with the progress 
the district has made over six years,”

Help for 
housing 


m Two area agencies 
receiving state grants 


The State of Michigan announced 
that two loca] housing agencies were 
among those receiving state grants 
this week. 

The Northern Homes Community 
Development Association of East 
Jordan (Northern Homes CDA) is 
slated to receive $222,200 in Hous- 
ing Resource Fund/Fedcral HOME 
funds. It had first applied for the 
funding in January of this year, said 
director Jane MacKenzie. 

The grant will be used to build 
five single-family houses, to be sold 
to families whose household income 
does not exceed 80 percent of the 
area median income. Local lenders 
will leverage the funds. Though the 
funding gets the bal] rolling, the 
project is still in the development 
stage. 

“It will still probably take about 
six months until we break ground,” 
said MacKenzie. 

While a site has not been selected, 
the homes will be built in the six- 
county area covered by the organi- 
zation. 

Northern Homes CDA was co- 
founded by the Northern Lakes Eco- 
nomic Alliance and the Northeast 
Michigan Council of Government, 
receiving its official nonprofit status 


in December of 1998. 
The organization’s atm, accord- 


ing to MacKenzie, is to create op- 
portunities for reasonably priced 
housing in a six-county area in north- 
west lower Michigan, which includes 
Charlevoix County. 

The Charlevoix-Emmet Housing 
Coalition will also be getting state 
funding, as the recipient of $37,500 
from the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority (MSHDA). 
Though it must go through the ap- 
plication process annually, the coa- 
lition generally receives this emer- 
gency shelter grant every year. 

The organization, according to 
housing crisis specialist Craig 
Swanson, uses the funding to help 
provide housing for homeless people 
in the area.

WORK JS ON SCHEDULE for the bandshell in Veteran’s

Constant reminder 
m East Jordan students plant 
Peace Pole in school garden

One of the focuses this year at East Jordan Elementary School has 
been on encouraging students to think about peace. 

Students have expressed themselves on the subject in the form of art 
and essays, including an “Increase the Peace” poster contest sponsored 
by Americorp. This peaceful curriculum was culminated, during the last - 
week of school, by the unveiling of the Peace Pole that now stands in 
the elementary school garden. 

Fourth grade teacher Donna Bennett initiated the Peace Pole project. 
She'd long imagined having one erected at the elementary school, and 
this year, the timing seemed right. The students contributed money 
throughout the year towards the cause, collecting quarters in milk carton 
poles. Teachers found that the students were bringing in not only 
quarters, but larger amounts as well, from family and friends. 

One student, noted teacher and Peace Pole co-organizer Diane 
Munson, brought in a five dollar bill and told her it was from his 
grandpa. “The whole community was involved,” Munson said. 

The pole, which was constructed by former East Jordan residents Joe 
and Carol Spaulding who now reside in Maple City, is four-sided, with 
the phrase “May Peace Prevail On Earth” written on each side in a 
different language. 

Students and faculty were given the opportunity to choose which 
four languages would be used on the East Jordan Elementary Schoo! 
pole. English was an obvious choice, Bennett said. But for the other 
three sides, Spanish and Native American (Oddawa/Ojibway) were 
chosen in honor of East Jordan's Spanish-speaking population and 
Native American roots, and Chinese was selected, partially due to the 
fact that Bennett has visited China and has shared memorabilia from 
that visit with each of her classes since. 

Also, said Bennett, “China is a country on the opposite side of the 
world,” and the Peace Pole is about “tying the world together.” 

At an unveiling ceremony, students Marcus Gee and Kristen Kobel 
each spoke briefly about what the Peace Pole means to them. “The 
Peace Pole symbolizes peace around the world,” Kobel said. “I hope 
that by planting the peace pole here in East Jordan it will remind people 
to be kind to others.” Fifth grader Gee spoke of how those, like himself, 
who are leaving the elementary school will take the message of the 

Peace Pole on to middle school, high school, and beyond. 

“We've been encouraging teachers throughout the year to talk about 
anything to do with peace,” said Bennett. And the newly erected Peace 
Pole, they hope, will serve as a constant reminder to students to keep 


peace.

‘Kids relating to kids’ creates benefits for all 


Students at Concord Academy 
Boyne set aside some time this year 
to get out and make a difference, par- 
ticipating in their very own newly- 
formed service club.

‘While the intentions of 
Concord’s students were to assist the 
Charlevoix CBP students in [the ac- 
tivities], they found in giving, they 
received more,” said King. 

Their comfort level in handling 
certain situations has “grown tremen- 
dously,”” but they’ve gained in other 
areas as well. According to King, by 
becoming ‘aware of the challenging 
situations some other students face, 
“our kids who take so much for 
granted”’ hear their stories and “their 
compassion is stirred.” And, said King, 
the students at Charlevoix CBP set a 
wonderful example for the Concord 
students. “[Brindel’s] students, chal- 
lenged as they are, are incredibly kind, 
generous, thoughtful, they take care of 
one another,” she said. 

King will continuc to serve as ad-

The Boyne Valley Lions Club, -
